Saved From Witnessing the Horrible 
Atrocities of the Invasion 
of Belgium 


The Germans entéred Belgium in 


August and September, 1914; we be- 


gan to come in November. Hence 
we saw none of the “atrocities” - of

Among these results, 
as seen by us, were, I hasten to say, 
no women without breasts or child- 
ren without hands, But there were 
women without husbands'and sons 
and daughters and children without 
mothers and fathers, | Phere were 
families without homes, farms with- 
out cattle or horses or houses, towns 
without town halls and. churches and 
most of the other buildings, and ev- 
en some without any buildings ‘at all, 
and few without many citizens. But 
there were cémeteries with scores 
and hundreds of.new graves—not of 
soldiers; and little toddling children 
who came.up eagerly to you, saying, 
“Mon pere est mort; ma:mefe. est

LETTER 10 FARMERS 


HOG PRODUCTION 


A Letter to the Farmers of Nor- 
thern Alberta. 


A conference was held at Ottawa 
on November 7th, 8th and 9th, 
which was attended by representa- 
tives from the Departments of Agri- 
culture, the Live Stock Associations 
the Grain Growers’ Associations, 
the United Farmers’ Associations, 
the Exhibition Associations, and 
other representative live stock men 
from the four western Provinces. 

This meeting was called: by the 
Minister of Agriculture: of the Do- 
minion of Canada for “the purpose 
of consulting on the question of in- 
creased Hog Production. 

The meeting was addressed by 
Mr. W.J. Hanna, the Food Con- 
troller of Canada, Miss E. Cora 
Hind, the Agricultural Editor of 
the Manitoba Free Press, in her 
editorial cbmment on the confer- 
ence, under date of. Wednesday, 
Nov. 14th, says: 

“The Food Controller of Canada 
gave the conference information 
which he stated frankly he was not 
‘permitted to give to the press. 
G pocemraery) was such as to 
leave no doubt in the mind of every 
delegate of the extreme urgency of 
the case, and one delegate from 
Saskatchewan probably voiced the 
sentiments of every man in the 
room when he said: ‘I came down 
here determined not to budge until 
& price was guaranteed, but in view 
of the statement uf the Food Con- 
troller of the urgency of the need, 
and that for reasons which he can- 
not explain, it is impossible for the 
libata of Canada to guarantee 
a price, I for one will not take the 
en of having to feel in the future 
that a child or womanin the war- 


‘ring countries may have died of 


starvation because I refused to pro- 
duce pigs.’’ 

My object in sending you this 
letter is to bring to your attention 
at once the imperative necessity of 
breeding every available sow. By so 
doing, the farmer will be helping 
to win the war, and rendering a 
service to humanity which he will 
better understand later on. 

While the Government was un- 
able to make a fixed price or guar- 
antee the supply of labor, the Food 
Controller and the Minister of 
Agriculture assured the ‘meeting 
that producers would get a fair deal, 
and stated that the packing plants 
and abatoirs would at once be 
brought under Government control,: 
and it is not saying too much to 
state that the members of the con- 
ference went away with the feelin 
that the farmers would stand a 
reasonable chance ‘of obtaining a 
good return on their outlay and 
labor. 

Northern Alberta is particularly 
adapted for producing hogs. Our 
breeders have made a_ reputation 


for themselves not only in Western |. 


Canada, but throughout the Dom- 
inion, for producing the finest types 
of many of the different breeds. 
This is a direct appeal to you to

TROOPER 8. GRAY 
RECEIVES ROUSING. 
WELCOME HOME

Again and again Fritz charg- 
ed. but the cold steel of the Cana- 
dians held them back. The Ger- 
mans continued to come over in 
great hordes and while theC.M.R’s 

were holding their ridge, Fritz broke 
thru the line held by sothe Austra- 
lians that were literally wiped’ off 
the earth. Col. Shaw in command 
of the C.M.R’s fell mortally wound- 
ed.and in order tosave his plucky 
men his last words were to retreat, 
but the boys would have none of it 
and kept on fighting against great 
odds. The C.M.R’s went in 923 
strong dwindled to 60 and _ seeing 
that they could no longer hold the 
Huns back they began to retire but 
they. had hardly gotten under way 
when they were met by the Ger- 
mans who had broken thru the Aus- 


. | tralian lines unbeknownst to the C. 


M.R’s, coming up from behind. All 
but seven of the 60 men left. were 
shot and Boyd happened to be one 
of the seven left of that gallant body 
of men whose deeds will live as 
long as history is recorded. The 
prisoners were marched back of the 
German lines two days and then 
put on trains and shipped to the 
prison damp at Dulmen about two 
hundred miles inland. When asked 
how they were treated by the Ger- 
mans Trooper Gray said ‘‘Rotten’’ 
with emphasis on the rotten. In the 

‘Lucky seven’? was Trooper John- 
son, of Holden, who has ‘not been 
fortunate enough to shake the dust 


of Germany off his shoes up to. the 


present time. 
- Boyd went to Holland,’ then 
transferred to England where he 


spent six months before obtaining a |’ 
}furlough to come- home. 


He was 
given his discharge but volunteered 
again and wiil report at Calgary 
possibly this week for--orders. He 
hasa three months furlough to 
Canada but may’ not be able to 
spend it all at home. He speaks 
highly of the treatment of Cana- 
dians in the Cld Country and is es- 
pecially taken up with Scotland— 
there must be a reason!

use sea water in baking bread. It is 
Proposed to authorize the extension 
of this idea to other parts. of the 
country in order to save salt, which 
is an incumbrance to traffic, every 
saving in which ‘rélieves the load on 
the railways. It has been found that 


bread baked with sea water keeps 
moist longer, owing to the affinity 
for water which the magnesium 


chloride in the sea water possesscs. 
This substance and other minerals 
are particularly tiseful for the body. 
Sea water and human blood are~ so 
closely akin in constitution that sea 
water has been used to inject into 
the veins to revive those who are 
moribund and with excellent: results. 
The 29 substanecs which have been 
identified in thé! body are largely 
present in sca water, and it has been 
contended that this demonstrates the 
origin of the human animal body to 
have been originally derived from 
marine life. A similar argument 
might be constructed to indicate his 
origin in the air. However this may 
be, bread made with sea water A 
certainly palatable, and keeps fresh | 
longer. Rolls made with it are said 
to last a week, if not eaten in the 
meantime, The water must be tak- 
en at a proper distance from land.and | 
from a depth of twenty fceet.or so if; 
possible. The yeast has to be pre- 

pared with fresh water and the salt 
water used for mixing the dougl.
